FULLY RESTORED 


"Big Ten" Faculty Committee Agree On Rules And 


Arrange Meets—Football Schedule Out* 


Chicago, Dec. 7 — Inter-collegiate 
•thietics in the Western conference 
were restored to a, pre-^ar basis here 
today at a meeting of the "Big Ten" 
faculty committee held in connection 
•with the schedule meeting of the ath- 
letic directors and coaches. 


FRESHMAN" RULE RESTORED. 
The freshman rule, wiped out when 
the war department assumed control 
of the universities to establish stu- 
dent army training corps, was re- 
stored, and the faculty committee 
again came into control of athletics 


The committee. ' 
. ever, voted to 
disregard all eligibility rules per- 
taining to the 1CH8 tootball season, 
which makes it possible for those -who 
played 'varsity football to compete for 
four >ears In that sport. 


ELIGIBILITY RULES 


The resolution in that regard fol- 
lows: 


"Kesohed that In determining further 
questions of eligibility under conference 
rules no account shall be taken of ath- 
letic or scholastic records during or by 
rea«on of military service. 
"Resolved 
further, that ab&ence from 
the university on account of military «er- 
vice shall not render students ineligible ' 
Thtt last clause of the resolution applle^ 
to tne one jear residence rule and to the 
Dumber of stipulated credits ivhlch a fresh- 
man or other students must acquire to be- 
eligible for athletic competiton during the 
following year. 


Although the committee \otetl to Ignore 
eligibility rules for football plajers 
the 
freshman rule will now go into effect, 
and no first jear men w i l l be permitted 
to take part In athletic contests for the 
remainder of the collegiate j ear.

Day. 


ALL WERE RELIEVED 


To Know Air Raids Were 


at an End. 


Another interesting letter has come 


from Raymond 8. TVripht, ion of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. W. Wright, 1270 North 
Colleg* street, wno is at U. S. Naval 
Base No. IT, somewhere In Scotland 
He writes partly a» follows: 


"LT. S. Naval forces operating In 
In European waters, Base No. 17, 
care Postmaster, N. T., 


••12 November, 1918. 


"l'»ar Mama: 
"Yesterday was a big day al! 
around for us. First thing In the 
morning we got the word that the 
armistice had been signed, and then 
In the afternoon v.e got a big batch 
of mall. 
TVe had been up almost all 
nijht waiting for the result of the 
conference o^er in Belgium, but had 
to go to bed finally without finding 
out anything certain about It. Then 
in the morning we waited around Im- 
patiently, doing hardly any work 
The working parties were called off 
ami the men sent out to drill. About 
half past nine official word came 
fiom the commander of our force, 
saying that the signing: was over and 
that operations against the Germans 
•were to be stopped Immediately. The 
band cams out then and played all 
th» old time pieces, such as "We're 
Her* Because WeSre Here." and "Hail, 
Hall." 
Then with hundreds of fel- 
3-ws la lin* behind they marched up 
to. the village on one side of the 
bane, where they played and marched 
for a long time. 
Then they lined up 
again and went down past the base 
clear to the other village, 
almost 
three miles away. 
Then they CJt 


loos* for fair. 


RAISED THE LID. 


"All tba people turned out, several 
mor* bands joined In, and they raised 
the lid. 
And at night, for the first 
time In over four years, blinds were 
rjlsod In all th* housef, and the paint 
taken off tha street lights. I never 
saw such relieved folks. 
They acted 


3«st like kids out for summer vaca- 
tion. 
Som meen from tha British 
ehv- 
took on* of their flags and 


UP . od up and down the street sing- 
ing and yelling, and at the end of the 
Sine a German flag was trailed in 
the dirt. 
It means more to these 
folks than we could ever imagine. It 
means that what few boys are left 
•will b» home in a. few months, that 
their fear of air raids Is over, that 
the scarcity of food and sweets will 
soon be at an end, and that they can 
live from day to day without being 
la fear of some member of the fam- 
ily being killed. Up at Anna's house 
the other night I looked at pictures 
of about forty or fifty boys from 
•round here who had gone out In the 
last four years, and not more than 
five or six of them ar* alive now. It 
looks now a* If things should clear 
up for good within a. month or two. 
"We got word today that a British 
«hij> had been sunk, but I believ* that 
it was due to the fact that they ha<1 
not r»c«lved word of the signing of 
th« armistice. Even if it Is over now, 
don't expect 
m« home for many 
months yet. Ther* Is lots to do 
•rer her* now.

•s th* day it was made, and the box

«ned it and had a look, I nailed it

morning word came from headquar- 


teis to give 25 per cent at the roe» 
on the bas* a five day lea,v« right 
away while the war If hanging fir*. 
1 was right there on tha jump and 
pot permission to go. But lat* this 
afternoon word cam* that w* would 
have to wait a whil* till th* 'flu* got 
further under control. I think we 
will get to g-o within a week or .two 
and I hop* very soon to get to Lynn. 
Simmons, Teeter and I ar* going to- 
gether, and as transportation to Lon- 
don is free, and from there to Lynn 
at half price, I think we can have a 
mighty fin* vacation. 
I am going to 
write Aunt Hannah tonight and tell 
her I expect to coma down. If any 
of you get Stan Smith's address, send 
it to me right away. 
I am sorry he 


and I did not get to see each other, 
especially as we were so close at one 
time. Hi* description of this country 
amused me. 
He was wild about It. 
I don't doubt at all that he will out- 
erow that feeling as soon as ha finds 
out that It never stops raining. 
If* 
a shame to spoil such a fine country 
with water. 


GOT SOME MAPS. 


"I got some maps not long ago, and 


how they got here Is a story all by it- 
self. When I wrote for (hem I for- 
pcot myself and gave the address as 
'care Postmaster, New York.' 
Weil, 


after I had waited about a month for 
the maps I wrote to the concern and 
asked them why they did not send 
them on. They told me that they had 
sent them via New Tork and they 
would arrive some day. Well, they 
did come finally, after about three 
months, and they had both British 
and U. S. stamps on them 
I don t 
know who put the U. S. stamp on, but 
Uie maps sure had gone across the 
ocean and back, about 7,000 miles, 
while It I had had them sent via G. P.

Hight's father was dead, and as some 
of our men were leaving today for 
his base, I sent word to him that I 
had seen the notice in tha paper, and 
duly sympathised with him. A lot of 
our men here got word of deaths in 
their families by yesterday's mail. 
One man lost a child, another his 
mother, and no end of cousins and 
uncles, most all of them dying from 
the flu. 


"I hope by the time you get this I 


will have been to- Lynn. But any- 
thing Is liable to happen between 
then and now, or now and then, and 
I won't feel safe till I get off the 
train in Paddlngton. 
I don't know 
how long I "will stay in Lynn, but 
will have to do some tall hopping 
around to cover all the ground I 
want to.

COOK BROWNED HASH 


And Was Determined Boys 


Would Eat It. 


Under the general title of "Chas- 


ing the Hun From the Moselle to the 
Meusc," a recent copy of the Stars 
and 5tnpe* received by Fran1 Stew- 
art 01 Decatur. the official publica- 
tion of the American Expeditionary 
Force, give* a collection of Incidents 
of the battles along the American 
front which make very Interesting 
readlnt, even If they are not of great 
historical value. 


"He was 40 years old and a cool:, 
and he harbored a constant grouch 
because the skipper, under pretense 
of kls age, would not bust him and 
let him go forward with the dough- 
boy* when his company went into 
th« trenches. lie had brought man} 
ft wrinkle from the Fourth Avenue 
chop hou^e, which he abandoned the 
third day after the United States d"- 
clared war, and hs did a hundred dif- 
ferent things to army rations \vhich 
made his oun company enthusiast IL 
and every other company In the regi- 
ment jealous. 
> 
"His company, fighting on the 3- t- 
!*h front, had been In the line four 
days, and this day it was coming out. 
He didn't know how much of the 
food which he had tolled to prepare 
and dispatch forward in those four 
tlay* had actually reached the men 
He figured that It wasn't much. 


PKEPARED A MEAL. 


'So he had prepared a meal ft- 
them, a meal which excelled even n1! 
hi* previous efforts. The principal 
feature was hash, a wonderful vari- 
ety of hash which he had been able 
to make only after obtaining half a 
dozen Ingredients In two days of ar- 
gument and near-fist 
fights with 
various representatives of the com- 
missary.

"He had timed the cooking ol this, 
hash for the arrival of his compan\ 
from the line, and as a K. P., detailed 
a* observer, signaled Its approach, he 
watched his hash brown with the 
tender eye of a true artist. As the 
men came up the road, hungry, tat- 
tered, muddy, exhausted, happy, he 
T/ent forward to meet them He stood 
beside the road waiting paternally 
for them to approach. 


As they got near enough for him 
to make out Individual faces In the 
line a shell struck within a few feet 
of him. It tore one foot off and In- 
flicted a dozen other wounds. He 
died a minute later. His dying words 


were an order to the K. P. who baQ 
run to his side. 
"Don't mind me, Harry. You run 
back nnd see that the bash don't 
burn." 


TROUBLE MEN AT WORK. 


Signal Corps trouble shooters won 


new laurels in the Argonne drive. 
One brigade commander reported that 
at no time was his P. C. cut off. al- 
though it was repeatedly under shell 
fire. 
Broken lines were connected 


up almost before the smoke had 
cleared away from the shell hole In 
which the wire was lost. 


In one line after a period of shell- 


ing the trouble shooter counted nine- 
teen breaks within SCO yards, but the 
line «as put back In usa so quickly 
that the use of runners was kept 
down to a minimum. 


In one P. C. a bilgade commander 


and his staff watched *. tiouWe man 
start out to find a break. He had 
gone only fifty yards when a shell 
burst almost at his side The watch- 
pts saw him fall flat They thought 
he had been killed. Then they saw 
him wriggling around.

wounded. Then, while he was squirm- 
Ing about on the hillside, the observ- 
ers realized that he was busily work- 
ing on the break Just caused by the 
shell. He didn't rise to his feet un- 
til he had finished hooking up the 
line. Then he went on looking for 
the break ho had started for In the 
first place. 


Miles and miles of German wire

Mr. Lyons 
recently had offered to him a class 
of thirteen boys from a private school 
for Bible study, and they come twice 
a week for lessons. The boys are 
very studious and attentive and seem 
to be very much Interested In the 
study. The fact that Mr. Lyons was 
asked to t<!ach the boys Is something 
unusual for that place. He says that 
the general feeling toward Chris- 
tianity and missionary work seems to 
be much different than what It for- 
merly was. 
A four hours' day ses- 


sion Just closed, he says, was a won- 
derful meeting. 


Mr. Lyons Is extremely busy In his 


work. He Is teaching In Truth Hall 


In Peking and has many 


classes to look after. 
He has two

a new method of phonetlo spelling, 
whereby pencil Is spelled pens!!; and 
wrist Is spelled rlst, etc. He also has 
three classes In mechanical drawing, 
teaches book-keeping, general history 
and this year has been asked to 
teach church history to the seniors 
In the seminary connected with Pek- 
ing university.

The seminary Is three miles from his 
home and he makes the trip on his 
bicycle.

•VO1AUE TO NORTH 


"Of our \ojdLe 1o the North, froa 


a port in Great Britain, I will tell 
2-ou a little. The arrangements made 
for n:e by llaj. 
of the British 


•war department were first class. I 
•was with a Brit'sli major, he in the 
lo-ner. I in the ujipei berth of a first 
class cabin amidships. Several of the 
men v. ere sea. sick, l>\it I did not miss 
a meal, ana parted with only one the 
whole way up. On board I arranged 
for an 'American Xight' for the spe- 
cial entertainment of the bojs from 
home, and It was heartily enjoyed. 


TVe sang- the home songs, and 


aeveral of them told reminiscences 
of the U. S A. When we arrived at 
Archangel, I found an American T 
Man on the dock unloading supplies 
•which bad arrived for the T. M. C. A. 
07 an American ship. Through him 
I rot In touch with the T' headquar- 
ters, ana all us 'Y' men were quickly 
located with our baggage at head- 
Quarters. We are now billeted over a 
large drug store, In a good-sized 
room. We have ten rooms between 
us twenty-three fellows, and while 
the furnishings are crude and the 
dishes scarce there was a good Rus- 
sian -woman, Katrina by name, who 
cooked a good luncheon for us al!. 
"Backarista, across the river (Dvl- 
na) Is the landing place for most of 
the supplies from the ships, and 
there Is also a refugee camp, and sol- 
diers' billets. Soldiers are constantly 
going through there for military 
purposes. There is also a large I"1 
lint for the use of the boys 
I<ast 
week * party of thirteen surprised 
us. They arrived from central Rus- 
sia, through 
Finland. Norway and 


Sweden to the coast, -n here they took 
boat for here. 
Among them -were 


three T. 'W. C A. women. 


SEE NORTHERN LIGHTS. 


"Today, Oct. 9th, -n e got up at 3 30, 


and although it is near winter, the 
•weather Is still very milJ, and i\e 
have not 
needed 
overcoats.

t'on of the Arctic ice. I and some of 
the others sleep on the floor, and 
find It hard duung the night to find 
the soft side of a board.

angel helped to feed the world, now 
the city Is largely dependent for

If 
they could be freed from the domi- 
nation of German officers and could 
come to realize that the only object 
of the North Russian Expeditionary 
forces la to defeat Germany and help 
Russia to resume her place among: 
self-governing nations under gome 
form of Just and stable government, 
I see no reason why the Russian peo- 
ple should not be friendly to n>. 


ALL NATIONALITIES. 


"The Tf club here has a dally at- 


tendance of from one to two thou- 
sand soldiers, of all 
nationalities, 


English, French, American, Russian 
—and ministers to all without par- 
tiality. If you were here you could 
do a magnificent work among the 
French soldiers, who come Into the 
club by the hundreds every day. I 
feel sorry for the French boys, who 
have no one thev can talk to In their 
own language, and e\en our entertain- 
ments are not as Interesting to them 
as if thev understood all that Is said. 
All I can do is to hand them the 
note paper, or cookies they need, 
smile at them, and occasionally find 
someone nearby who can Interpret 
for me.

the only stuff we have available so 
far In canteen woik.

work to forget. It will be a grand 
reunion when I get back to the good 
old TJ. S. A."

ceived another letter from nil ion, 
Jerry, aboard the U. 8. ship Sterrett. 
This letter 
1» dated 
Queenstown, 


Ireland, Nov. 21. He says: 


"Dear Ones All—Well, stand by for 
a ram. 
The -s«r Is over, censorship 


to lifted and this Is going to be some 
letter. 
I would write a long one, 


any way—I only got thirteen from 
you today. 


"To rtart, I sailed from New York 


May 
26 on 
the 
British auxiliary 


cruiser Victoria. There were 350 of 
us. 
Believe me, that was some ride. 


It took us thirteen days to get across* 
apd they nearly 
starved us. 
Fish, 


fish, fish, every meal, poor fish at 
that. 
We got British rations. 
We 


landed In Liverpool, England. June 
*. 


"We were given liberty as Boon as 
we got there. 
When we landed I 


had one thin dime. I slept that night 
on the deck of the American Y. M C. 
.A. 
I went back to the 
ship next 


morning and we left for an American 
army camp on the outskirts of Liver- 
pool. 
We stayed there one nlsht and 


left for Queenstown the next day We 
vent first to Holyhead. Wales; from 
there to Dublin, across 
the 
Irish 
aea, and from there to Queenstown 1 
was at a barracks in Queenstown for 
two days and was then shanghaied to 
the Sterrett, which has been my home 
ever since, six long months. 


ALL AROUND COAST. 


"I won't attempt to tell you all 


the cruises of tha Sterrett, It would 
take too long; but I will say we have 
been almost every place since 1 came 
aboard: 
back to 
Liverpool several 


times; to Brest. 
France: 
Devonport, 


England; 
Southam].tr>n. 
Holyhead, 


"Wales; Bear Haven, Ireland, Castle- 
town, Ireland: Mllford Haven, Eng- 
land, and several other places . We 
do mostly convoy d.ity. 1 suppose we 
have convoyed 500 ships into differ- 
ent ports and have lost 
only 
four 
Pretty good record, don't you think? 
And one of them was not torpedoed— 
she was rammed. 
The other three 


•were torpedoed. 


EIGHTEEN HOUR FIGHT. 


"I have had many exciting exper- 


iences since I've been here. 
Now 
that It Is all over I will tell you I 
have been in great danger. 
Once w« 


fought a gub for eighteen hours. She 
was of the Deutschland type, longer 
than the Sterett by about one-third, 
and believe me, she made a formid- 
able antagonist. 
We 
fired 
about 
fifty rounds at her and dropped about 
thirty 'cans' (depth charges), but she 
•scaped In a damaged condition by 
getting In a sunbeam on the water 
and we could not see her. This was 
shortly after I came on the &>hip. 


SANK A SUB. 


"We have had many other exper- 


iences. 
We sank a sub in the Irish 


eea in September by dropping 'cans. 
She was seen lying on the bottom a 
few days later by a British aviator. 
"We sighted subs several other times. 
Once two torpedoes crossed our bow 
and one crossed our stern, 
but we 


could not find 
the 
sub 
that flre'J 
them. 


SAW HIRANO MARL" SUNK. 


"The worst of all was that awful 


Oct. -4. when the Hlrano Maru was 


sunk. 
I was on watch at the time, 


from 4 a. m. to 8 o'clock. 
We had 


lost the convoy during the night and 
were just picking her up when the 
ship was 'slammed.' She was about 
five miles ahead. 
We eaw her Blnk 


and we speeded up and arrived on the 
scene a few minutes later. 
We were 


all at our battle stations. 
I am first 


loader on one of the guns. 


"There were at least 100 people In 


the water all about us, clinging to 
debris, and the air was full of their 
plaintive cries for help. 
They had 


not had time to lower any boats, for 
the ship sunk in four minutes. 


FRANTIC WORK. 


"We worked frantically for about 


half an hour. The sea waa very rough 
and the ship rolled and tossed like n 
cork. 
This made it hard to get the 


men aboard and they drowned by the 
dozen before our very eyes before we 
could save them. 


TORPEDOES FIRED. 


"Then the torpedoes were fired at 


us and we had to get under way a', 
once. 
We ran up the wake of the 


torpedo and dropped three 'cans' and 
uhen \ve came back u'e found that 
tlie explosion of the 'c.ins' had killeJ 
most of the people In tlie water. We 
sot a few more on board, however, 
and then got under way again. 


SAVED FORTY-FOUR. 


"We had rescued forty-four, eight 


white men and thirty-six Japs. Six 
died from exposure after we got them 
aboard. 
We lashed the bodies to- 


gether and buried them at sea. Wo 
then pulled Into Queenstown and un- 
loaded the others. 


AWFUL. EXPERIENCE. 


"Belle\e me, that was the most aw- 


ful thing 1 have ever seen in my life, 
and I don t want to see It again. 


'One month and a day after this, 


on Nov. 5. we were out with a con- 
voy and had a similar experience, but 
not so bad. H. M S Ll|jton( a Brit- 
ish freighter, \%as rammed and sunk 
T h e Sterett and the Baleh, 
anothei 
destroyer, picked up the survivors 
We rescued all of them. 
Not a man 


was lost. 
We landed them in Dev- 
onport. 


PLEASURE TOUR. 


"Well, as I said before, the war is 


over and we are coming home. 
The 


dope Is that we leave here next Sat 
urday for our pleasure tour (around 
to different ports), and Dec. 12 w> 
start for the States. 
I'm sure gla'i 


that I am to come so soon. 
I'm no'

It's great If you

The working conditions provide for 
this These conditions In most Indus- 
tries cause a waste of money. The 
government hnn been In control long 
enough now to realize the conditions, 
but to get things down to a business 
bails, they realize that the workmens' 
schedule must 
be changed, 
and a 


strict dlclpline established and main- 
tained. 


Thia probably would bring about 


strikei ami unpleasant disturbances 
in labor circles and that ghost has 
got them scared the same as If the 
had the old management scared. 


If the government, or any one else, 
as far as that goes, will bring the 
management of the roads down to a 
business basis, maintain the rigid dis- 
cipline, pay the men fair money wages 
and demand fair work from the em- 
ployes, the railroads will pay well. 
Unfair treatment on the part of the 
managers in formpr jears Is what 
caused unreasonable demands from 
employes Pay tha employe a fair 
rate of pay and Insist on a fair day'i 
work, and things will soon show an 
Improvement. It Is hoped the govern- 
ment control would do this 
Perhaps If the war had lasted a 


little longer this might have Been ac- 
complished.
